The captain and officers of the steamer and 
many of the crew were killed by the explo- 
sion, twenty-nine lives being lost in all. The 
steamer took fire and was run ashore at 
Misivroa bay, eighteen miles north of Bur- 
gas, where it burned to the water's edge. — 

To Destroy Railway, Too. 

Officials here learned tonight that Col. 

Jankoff, with a strong band of insurgents, 
has started for the district south of Adrian- 
ople to destroy the railroad between that city 
and Constantinople. 
Tue porte has sent a note to the foreign 
embassies and legations informing them 
that, according to police information, the 
igarian agitators are projecting outrages 
against the embassies, legations, and other 
public buildings in Constantinople. 

The destruction gf the Austrian steamer, 
the threatened attack on the railroad, and 
the discovery of the conspiracy in Con- 
stantinople is causing deep anxiety in Turk- 
ish official sources. 


Famine Feared in Monastir, 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Sept. 2.—According to re- 
liable reports from Monastir, thousands of 
Bulgarians in that vilayet are confronted 
with famine in addition to Turkish persecu- 
tion. Peagants who are continually arriv- 
ing from Monastir complain of the attitude 
of Hilmi Pasha and the Turkish atrocities. 

The news is published here of an eight 
hour fight which occurred at the village of 
Bmilovo Aug. 26 between 500 insurgents and 
eight battalions of Turkish troops, supported 
by artillery: . Thirty-five insurgents are re- 
ported to have been killed, while sixty Turks 
were killed or wounded. On the following 
day the Turks returned and burned the vil- 
lage. Seven other villages in the — 2 
hood are said to have also 
the Turks.

of the county authorities. The state law ap- 
plicable to Weilbrenner’s case makes it pun- 
iihable by twenty-five years’ imprisonment. 
Weilbrenner several years ago had a nerv- 
ous attack which rendered him mentally 
helpless for a day or two, but his family sup- 
posed that he had been quite restored by the 
medica] treatment. Since then he had mani- 
fested no symptoms of mental aberration. 
He had no socialistic or anarchistic tende 
cles so far as known. . 
He is a metal worker and belongs to a labor 
union in Brooklyn, Some time ago he lost 
his position and went with his wife to his 
father’s farm at Syosset.

Duke Is Twenty-five Years Old. 


The duke’s name is Henry John Innes- 
Ker. He is 26 years old and bears the fol- 
lowing titles: Marquis of Roxburghe and 
earl of Roxburghe,éarl of Keleo, Viscount 
Broxmouth, Baron Roxburghe, Baron Ker 
of Cessford and Caverton in Scotland, Karl 
Innes of the United Kingdom, a baronet of 
Nova Scotia, and a lieutenant in the Royal 
Horse Guards. 

The duke’s town residence is at 1 Chester- 
field Gardens, west, London, and his coun- 
try seats are Floors castle, Kelso, Rox- 
burgheshire, and Broxmouth and Dunbar, 
county of Haddington. 

It is not the first time that Roxburghe 
has had his engagement announced. Two 
years ago it was said he was going to marry 
Pauline Astor, daughter of William Wal- 
dorf Astor. 

The duke, a soldier by profension, is the 
first cousing of the duke of Marlborough, 
who married Consuelo Vanderbilt. His 
house is 100 years older than that of Marl- 
borough. The mother of Roxburghe is the 
daughter of the fourth duke of Marlborough. 

Comes of Fighting Race. 

Roxburghe comes of a fighting race. One 
of -his ancestors fell at Montrose in the year 
1526. He is devoted to his profession, and his 
brother and heir, Lord Alastair Innes-Ker, 
has followed in his footsteps, as hopes also 
to do, in due course, the third brother, Lord 
Robert. 

The duke of Roxburghe is the only mar- 
riageable duke in Scotland. He has a career 
free from. scandal, and a rent roll of about 
$300,000 a year. 

There is only one We alen Roxburghe is 
said not to havea clear title. All the ingenu- 
ity of English chronologists has failed to 
give an indisputable claim to his title, and 
from 1809 to 1878 it was not recognized, and 
is still disputed in the English courts. 

Lewis Ker, a truckman in New York, who 
for forty-six years has bid for work at Greene 
and Grand streets, claims the titles and es- 
tates of the duke of Roxburghe as his own. 
While Ker does not expect to succeed in es- 
tablishing his right, he may yet resume the

Miss Goelet is reputed to be the heiress of 


DISTILLERY FED COWS’ MILK 
GIVE LIQUOR APPETITE. 


Suggested That the Peoria’ Article Im- 


parts to Chicago Babies Desire for Al- 


cohol— Sale of It Forbidden. 


Can it be that germs of an 1 
liquor. are imparted to Chicago babies 
through the medium of milk from cows that 


eat the refuse from Peoria distilleries? 


The theory has suggested itself to Assist 
ant State Inspéctor R. M. Patterson, 
‘who returned yesterday from Peoria; where 
he found 150 distillery fed cows whose milk 
had been regularly shipped to Chitago. Mr. 


Patterson enjoined the dairymen to sell as 


more milk from these cattle. 

“TI can’t say that I saw any of. the cattle 
under the Influence of Nquor,”’ sald Mr. Pat- 
terson, dut I know that the corn mash 
has a peculiar effect on them, and it is 
against the law to sell their milk.“ 

“I don’t believe there is enough of the 
milk that reaches Chicago to produce an 
appétite for liquor,” said Dr. W. K. Jaques, 
director of the city laboratory. “I know, 
however, that the milk is not fit to drink, 
and its sale is forbidden by law. Whether it 
contains any alcohol is doubtful.” 

Mr. Patterson’s visit to Peoria was the 

result of a complaint from a merchant of 
that city, who wrote that milk from the 
cows fed on distillery refuse was . 
shipped every day to Chicago. 
1 found that thousands of cattle were 
being fed on the refuse, said Mr. Patterson, 
“but could secure actual evidence of but 
about 150 whose milk was being sold.“ 

Members of the Milk Wagon Drivers’ union, 
have come to the rescue of the dealers, and if 
the state law requiring dealers to place on 
their wagons the names of shippers 
them their daily supply. of mk is put into 
effect, the drivers declare they will go out on 
a general strike.

The solution of the problem in our own homes 
is for the mother herself to take the first and 
chief responsibility for the work. This 
level of domestic functions, improves their quality, 
leads the children to regard them as worthy, and 
really utilizes the help of the children.

question of just how much service 

may be required of the children of the 
family must of necessity be left for 

the mother of each family to determine. 

We do owe to our children as full and 

all round an education as it is possible for 
us to provide, Every member, even to the 
youngest, should understand that each is a 
part of the whole (not, as sometimes appears, 


completion of the whole. 

Much of the early training can be given 
before the child has entered school or come 
in contact with outside influences. Do we 
not all know that the baby of a month knows, 
and takes advantage of the knowledge, that 
if it will\cry long enough it will be taken 
up and tended, when every dictate of good 
sense teaches that the child is far better off 
without the excitement of rocking or hand- 
ling? Baby can be fully as happy with free- 
dom: given little limbs to exercise at will, and 
mother’s strength conserved against a time 
when it is necessary to give time or attention. 

In the early years, from 8 even 
younger, can be given the first training in 
‘Knowledge of property rights of brother and 
sister, and a sense of mine and thine that 
will become a component part of character. 
The baby of 2 can be taught in a patient and 
loving way that to take the toy from another 
is selfish and cannot be allowed. This same 
baby can be taught that it is a fine play when 
each little garment is taken off in the process 
of undressing to trot to the little chair and 
hang each neatly, to place the little shoes 
underneath and hang the socks on the rounds, 
so that all will be well aired and orderly and 
ready for dressing in the morning.

ures was an orderly and sensible plan. 
Children should have the responsibility of 
keeping their belongings in order. And they 
soon learn that only by each doing his share

I have a vivid picture in my memory ofa 
simple home, where there was but one ser- 
vant, and a family of five, healthy, happy, 
little ones, all under 8. The hqusework for so 
many was not easy, and the mother was suc- 
cessful in devising ways to have the little 
people help and to enjoy the helping. In the 
morning each child, after the quick bath 
given by mother, was expected to be dressed 
and ready for breakfast, helping each other 
with buttons and straps, while mother bathed 
and dressed baby sister. The cribs and beds 
were opened and left to air, each child having 
its own appointed place for night clothes and 
hanging them there before leaving the room. 
In the dining room the older children put on 
the table aprons of the younger, and helped 
them mount the high chairs. After the simple 
breakfast the older children helped clear the 
table, one having a small tin pail in which 
to collect knives, forks, and spoons. It takes 
but a few lessons to teach both boys and girls 
to clear the table neatly and quickly. The 
younger children helped mother with beds 
and tidying the chambers. 

After baby had her morning nap in the 

summer days, the rug was spread on the lawn 
and baby installed in the midst of her treas- 
ures, with a willing guard to amuse and watch 
her. 
A part of the year the family had the joy 
of a kindergarten at home, sharing its de- 
lights with a group of small friends; the kin- 
dergarten session holding until about 1 
.o’clock, when a simple but substantial dinner 
was served to the children. After dinner, the 
table being cleared as in the miorning by the 
children, they were ready for a long after- 
noon play. In summer at 5 came the time to 
dress to meet father as he came from the 
train. With a fresh toilet and resting from 
the play of the afternoon, they were glad to 
enjoy the little time of waiting with mother 
while she told or read them a story. 

After greeting father and a visit with him 
came the supper time, and the nursery table 
was spread by the little folks while mother 
prepared the food and father listened to the 
story of the day's adventures. 

A low table—five feet by two and a half— 
with the small chairs was a necessary part 
of the equipment of the nursery. This table 
was always in use during the cold weather 
when indoor occupations were in order.

The nursery tea time is the 
time when the small brother can be taught the 
courtesy due to sister and mother that will 
by and by make him a welcome guest and a 
delightful companion. . The girls learn the 
deference due each other and those older, and 
the respect due.the opinions of those with 
whom they are brought in contact. 

At the age of 7 or 8 the girls may be given 
the serving at the noon dinner and so be pre- 
paring for the time when they may be pro- 
moted to the 7 o'clock dinner and the dignity 
of serving there. There is much pleasure 
to guests and family when the daughters of 
the house can do in a dainty, interested way 
what a hurried, tired maid of all work would 
have to attend ta if these little maidens did 


not delight to help. 


There are many ways in which mother 
may have her children, especially the giris, 
with her in the never ending round of house- 
work. The girl who has had a careful house 


training in the fundamentals of home keep- 


ing has what will be of equal if not more value 
to her than. the college diploma or the ac- 
complishments of the society belle, and all 
this can be given her before the serious stu- 
dent years commence. The boys can do their 
share, if they learn early to keep their own 
possessions in order, hang up their clothes, 
and open the bed when leaving their room in 
the morning. The boy who learns, while 
helping mother to make a fire, wash dishes, 
set the table, cook a simple meal, and make 
a bed, is not in any sense less the boy. If 
they learn this in the nursery years it will 
become à part of the daily, unconscious 
habit, and some day a little wife will realize 
the value of such training. 

It would hardly be necessary to go to the 
extreme of the Massachusetts mother who 
sent the hired man on horseback one mile 
to the school for the boy of the house, and 
when he arrived nearly breathless his mother 
sald: “My son, go upstairs and hang up 
your nightshirt!“ That was all, but it was 
the second time he neglected the duty, and it 
is needless to say that the lesson did not

Is it not much more satisfactory to spend 
the few years of the children's babyhood, say 
until they enter school, in planting and ma- 
turing these seeds of future usefulness that 
will lessen the friction of life for themselves 
and others? After school life begins these 
habits having been formed, the many serious 
problems relating to education will take the 
time and attention of both father and mother, 
and there will not be the constant annoyance 
caused by careless habits, thoughtless ‘teas- 
ing, and rudeness among children which keep 
the family in an atmosphere of fault finding. 
There will be more time to study the indi- 
viduality of each child, and to advise and 
consult with each other, and to give to each 
the training they seem best fitted for. It 1s 
the little petty jar and fault finding that 
send the boys away from home and make the 
girls wish to get away from restraint. If we 
try When they are all young, lovable, and 
loving to teach them that all life that is 
worth living is a life of use to others, then 
we have given them the key that will unlock 
for them the door of a useful and happy life.

Apricot dainty is the easiest thing in the 
cook book to concoct if one has the apricots, 
the raspberries or blackberries, a dash of 
cream, and a morsel of gelatine to concoct 
it with. Pass ripe apricots through a sieve 
and to each pint of pulp add the grated rind 
of ‘half a lemon and a teaspoonful of juice 
and enough powdered sugar to make it sweet 
to your sweet tooth. Dissolve an ounce of 
sheet gelatine in a gill of hot cream, add it 
to the apricot mixture, then mix it with 
a pint of cream which has been slightly 
sweetened, and after whisking the whole 
for a few instants turn it into a fancy border 
mold to set, and serve with raspberries or 
blackberries in the middle. Slice the ber- 
ries if they are inordinately big and arrange 
them in layers in a deep dish with powdered 
sugar between them, then pour over apricot 
brandy and leave for half an hour until the 
happy moment for feasting arrives.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ‘ON. “CHANGE. 


A Des Moines message to Logan-Bryan 
says: “A well posted grain man here 
‘pays that after making examinations 
in different parts of the state by go- 
ing into the fields; he finds corn in 
poor condition. The best of our corn is 
only in roasting ears and he finds it with a 


as big around as your finger for an ear, with 
kernels about half to two-thirds of the way 
to the ear. He was with Mr. Sage, the Iowa 
crop reporter, this morning and gets the fol- 
lowing from Mr. Sage: Last week during 
the state fair he talked with 210 of his crop 


} reporters and from their conversations makes 


an estimate with perfect weather until Oct. 
1 of a possible 200,000,000 crop for the 
state. A thirteen year average has been a 
crop of 261,000,000, so you can see what per 
cent of a crop we would have if this crop 
should mature.“ 


A pessimistic view of the subject of bread- 
stuff supplies in Europe and this country is 
taken by the Liverpool correspondent of the 
Modern Miller. He says: Harvest is pro- 
gressing slowly, the ‘ yellow line’ having 
come within measurable distance of Liver- 
pool, but wheat cutting will not be general 
in Lancashire for another ten days. Wheat 
is put at 6.6 per cent below the average of 
the last five years, or 88.2 of a full average, 
and as the average yield during the last five 
years has almost reached thirty-two bu, the 
indication for this, crop would be barely 
thirty bu per acre. The annual report of an 
agricultural paper compiled from the reports 
of about 600 correspondents gives wheat as 
under average by 211 correspondents and 
over average by only sixty-four, while 283 
describe it as an average crop.” :
